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TOO MUCH BLUE RUIN TALK 


A Banker from North Dakota was 
in Saskatchewan recently and in a 
conversation with a Regjna resident

said in effect: “I hav<£ ten farmers 
down where I come from whom I 
could bring to this province, were it 
rot for one thing. They have sold 
out their farms at $125 an acre. They 
have the money alid are ready to 
move. They made a success of farm¬ 
ing in North Dakota and they would 
make a success of farming in Saskat¬ 
chewan. I could get them up here and 
settled on the land in a very short 
time if I oould get them through the 
barrage of blue ruin talk that is laid 
down in the. lounge of every hotel I 
go into. That is what is keeping them 
and a lot more like them out of Sas¬ 
katchewan. They would turn around 
and go back before they had listened 
to a tenth of what t have listened to 
about the inability of farmers to pay 
their debts, collections, seizures and 
dispossessions. ’You couldn’t v£lV 
well blame them.” Saskatchewan has 
not all these “blue ruin” talkers. Al¬ 
berta has its share. The man at home 
seems not to know that on the whole 
conditions in Western Canada are bet¬ 
ter than in most countries. He is 
foolishly spreading abroad- a wrong 
impression, and is harming himself 
and his country. Any province like 
Alberta that can produce what its 
farmers have done this year is not go¬ 
ing to wreck and ruin. Our chief 
trouble is that crop returns are mostly 
going to pay for the foolishness of 
past years, unwise investments in too 
much land, automobiles, and machin¬ 
ery and luxuries. That is the chief 
reason for our farmers being,hard-up. 
Bad the profits of the good years of 
the past been properly conserved even 
the high cost of labor, and implements 
Would not have prevented most of our 
farmers from making a good profit 
from this year’s crop. The high over¬ 
head expenses are what is eating into 
crop returns. The country, on the 
whole, is as good as any in the world, 
and we should not give it a bad repu¬ 
tation. In many, probably most, cases 
the failures are not due so much to 
the country as to the individual — 
Lethbridge Herald.

THE LIQUOR BILL 


Whipping Cream 'Always on Hand 


The Liquor Bill which the govern¬ 
ment will submit to the legislature for 
their consideration and which is print¬ 
ed elsewhere in this issue appears to 
us to be a fair interpretation of the 
wishes of the people as expressed in 
the result of the plebiscite of Novem¬ 
ber 5th, and credit is due thfe govern¬ 
ment for their decisions in this mat¬ 
ter in the face of the many, personal 
political and private attempts, by in¬ 
dividuals, letters, telegrams and lob¬ 
bies, to thwart the real intentions of 
the people In this regard. The bill to 
be submitted will, no doubt, be alter¬ 
ed before final disposition is made of 
it, but it is our suggestion that no ra¬ 
dical changes in the vital points be 
made and that the same be adopted 
practically as presented. The great 
casue of the late worry was the inde¬ 
finiteness of the wording of Clause D, 
and particularly that part of 'it 
which related to beer being consumed 
on licensed premises, and which was 
selfishly and purposely interpreted by 
many for personal reasons to imply 
the intention of SALE and consump¬ 
tion on licensed premises. The strict 
wordiqg of Clause D, .which received 
the support of the electorate, carries 
r.o suggestion of SALE of beer, and 
no suggestion of the sale of beer, and 
we believe the government was right 
in ignoring such intentions, and that 
if such an intention was worded in the 
clause, Clause D would have been de¬ 
feated. In the further consideration of 
the bill by the legislature, paragraph 
5 will no doubt be up for the greatest 
and longest discussions, and attempts 
will be masterfully handled by the 
“interests” in a final coup to provide 
for the sale of beer in licensed pre¬ 
mises. Against this we trust that 
the house will manfully assert its 
duty strictly and unflinchingly, to 
give the people what they voted for 
according to the wording of Clause D, 
and which was decisively NOT for the 
sale of beer in licensed premises or 
anywhere else, except through gov¬ 
ernment vendors. Any partiality 
shown for the sale of beer in certain 
places would be discriminatory ac¬ 
cording to law and the rights of per¬ 
sons, and would result in unending 
controversy, trouble and dissatisfac¬ 
tion in the near future. As regards 
paragraph 6 in the bill to be submit¬ 
ted, re the location of vendors stores 
and the licensing of premises for the 
sale of beer, we believe that this 
clause could have been entirely omit¬ 
ted as there was no suggestions or in¬ 
tentions expressed regarding local op¬ 
tion in the plebiscite. A straight bill, 
without fear or fovoritism, definite 
in form, and embodying the defined 
expectations of the people as strictly 
worded in clause D is what is expect¬ 
ed and what will be entirely satisfact¬ 
ory to the masses of the people. Sug¬ 
gestions are often heard also as to 
the amount of revenues which are to 
be i/ade by the government in the sale 
of liquora through the vendors; the 
^proyinciajr debt Is to be practically 
wipeclout in a short time by the sale 
of liquors at a high price to the con¬ 
sumers. Such talk with consequent 
expectations have given rise to the 
probable continuation of the bootleg¬ 
ger, who will be able to peddle his 
poisoned bottles at a lower price thar 
good liquors can be purchase! for 
from the vendors. Such circulation i 
however not to be feared and to coun¬ 
teract any sqch possibility it is the 
duty of the government to see that 
the prices of the vendors goods arc 
low enough to make the business oi 
the bootlegger unprofitable. .Wg. can- 
not believe that the people who voted 
on this plebiscite, did so. with the in 
tention that the revenues to be derived 
therefrom should be Alberta’s means 
of clearing itself from debt. Such 
revenues may help but they were not 
the chief purpose of the plebiscite.

PRESS COMMENTS 


Vancouver Sun:—Kansas Agricul¬ 
tural College has completed a canvass 
among 1237 farmers with regard to 
their earnings ., and training. Here 
is the result: Farmers with a common 
school education earn $422 a year. 
Farmers with a iTigh school education 
earn $554 a year. Farmers with a 
college short course earn $859 a year. 
Farmers with an agricultural oollegs 
training earn $1452 a year. Education 
pays for farmers as well as profes¬ 
sional men. But even though educa¬ 
tion raises the farmers’ earning capa¬ 
city, the maximum figure of $1452 
shows that some economic relief other 
than agricultural college must be 
Brought to the farmer’s assistance to 
keep him on the land. Any funda¬ 
mental business that yields a maxi¬ 
mum wage of no rpore than $1452 
needs- all the assistance the brains of 
the country coan give it. 

Champion Chronicle:—L’Union, a 
French paper published in Edmonton, 
has printed a list of those receiving 
salaries from the Provincial govern¬ 
ment from Premier' Greenfield to the 
least amongst the mighty, giving the 
amount being paid and the amount 
L’Union thinks would be right. The 
Prime Minister is rated at $5,000, and 
is receiving $10,000; the leader of the 
opposition is receiving $2,500, and is 
rated at nothing. These two instanc¬ 
es will give sufficient comparative 
material to provide Chronicle readers 
with an idea of the sweeping charac¬ 
ter of the cuts L’Union thinks should 
occur in payments. The standing of 
L’Union as a newspaper is likely as 
little known to our readers as it is to 
ourselves, but it cannot be denied that 
L’Union has put into type what al¬ 
most every man in the country believ¬ 
es in his heart, viz., that we are pay¬ 
ing entirely “too much for our 
whistle.” Under present condltiqns no 
man is entitled to draw a $10,000 sala¬ 
ry from the province while, by the ad¬ 
mission of his friends, he is "learning 
the business.” It Iras frequently been 
found that high salaries have been re¬ 
quired to secure expert services, and 
there may have been a time when a 
farmers’ time was worth $8,000 if he 
was to be transferred to the Cabinet 
from his farm, but under present con¬ 
ditions the farmer *vho receives $2,000 
fo? legislative services is doing 
mighty well for himself. Tho point 
in view is that the most outstanding 
failure of the Greenfield government 
has been in being extravagant instead 
of economical at a time when the 
whole province was in acute financial 
distress, and especially the agricultur¬ 
al portion of it. If the Greenfield gov¬ 
ernment had owned every newspaper 
in the country they would be as far 
from retaining the confidence of the 
farmer as they are today. The farm¬ 
ers were promised and expected tan¬ 
gible results which they did not get, 
and the newspaper attempting to 
show them they did would 1 be as im¬ 
potent as their own orgat^, the U.F.A. 
which idolized the government until it 
found the farmers were not in a wor¬ 
shipping mood.

ECONOMIC WEEK 


The following article appeared in 
the Cowichan Leader last summer, be¬ 
ing impressions of the editor, Mr. 
Hugh Savage, as he travelled home 
through the west via C.P.R., after at¬ 
tending the annual weekly newspaper 
convention held at Halifax. The ar¬ 
ticle is so unusually interesting we 
give it in its entirety, knowing that it 
will be eagerly read by readers of this 
paper. 

, “Never smiled the prairie more 
sweetly than on this Dominion Dav. 
The sun shines brightly and the blue 
basin of heaven is lined with layer on 
layer of cumulus clouds. Through the 
big pane of the observation car therp 
appears an ever-changing, yet similar 
picture. Any one of these “movies,” 
if caught in its present beauty of col- 
wring and cut from the prosaic wood 
en framework of my window, would 
bring credit to any art gallery. Some 
of us dwell on the dull monotony of 
these great plateaus, but, like their 
sisters, the steppes and the vedt, they 
have a charm which draws and binds 
men to their loneliness and loveliness. 
Here', as the “Trans-Canada,”—thai 
long greyhound of the C.F.R.—streaks 
out of Winnipeg, there is no dust. The 
scene is redlolent of peace, of the hush 
filled with green things growing to¬ 
wards harvest’s birth.

At Winnipeg the other day one hun¬ 
dred business men met members of 
the Bracken government where they 
discussed the financial situation which 
is causing alarm in that province.

Roland, secretary of the employers’ 
association, thinks that in opening the 
question of general economy with the 
government they were starting at the 
wrong end as if a antion-wide move¬ 
ment could be started arousing public 
interest in the question of economy, 
governments would be compelled to 
fall in line with the will of the people. 
Mr. Roland suggests starting., a na¬ 
tional economy week the first week of 
1924, and the time was never more op¬ 
portune. He would arrange the week 
as follows: 

Sunday—Appeal to congregations to 
practice economy in the home and 
with children. 

Monday—Organized bodies’ economy 
day. -> 

Tuesday—Municipal Affairs day. 
Wednesday — Provincial govern¬ 
ment’s day. 

Thursday—Dominion government’s 

day. 

Friday—Agricultural day. 

Saturday—Industry day. 

With the people throughout Canada 
co-operating in this plan, the govern¬ 
ments—federal, provincial and muni¬ 
cipal—will then bow to the will of the 
people, for it is votes the average po¬ 
litician is after. Such a national 
campaign would result in the saving 
of millions, for our provincial and fe¬ 
deral governments do not know the 
meaning of the word economy, judg¬ 
ing from the numerous officials en¬ 
gaged in various departments who do 
nothing but draw their salaries.

NEW LIQUOR BILL 


TAX COLLECTIONS 


GENERAL NEWS 


Premier Greenfield’s statement on 
the new liquor act is as follows: “The 
liquor bill which the government will, 
as a result of the plebiscite of Novem¬ 
ber 5 submit for the consideration of 
the legislature will in its general prin¬ 
ciples follow the recommendation of 
the Moderation League but with some 
modification. It will provide for: 

“I—The establishment of a board to 
be known as the Alberta Liquor Con¬ 
trol board with a maximum of three 
members, one to be the chairman who 
will be vested with very wide powers 
in the administration of the act. 

“2—The sale of wines and spii its in 
sealed packages on permits at Ach 
places as the board may 'designate in 
quantities limited by regulations * of 
the board, all wines and spirits to be 
sold only by the board through pro- 
•perly appointed vendors for comump- 
tion in private residences only. 

“3—Permits to be issued by the 
board and all liquors including beer to 
be sold only- to holders of peritfits. 
Full powers of cancellation to be 
granted to the board without appeal. 

“4—Beer to be sold in sealed pack¬ 
ages for consumption in residences to 
holders of permits; details of such 
sale and delivery to residents to be re- 1 
igstered by order of the board. 

“6—The sale of beer by bottle or 
glass for connsumption on the ptemis- 
es limited to premises especially li¬ 
censed for that purpose. Such pre¬ 
mises consisting of a room conform¬ 
ing to strict regulations of the board. 
No such licenses bo be granted to res¬ 
taurants nor to dining rooms of hotels. 
Wide powers will be given the board 
in granting and controlling such li¬ 
censes. 

“6—Local option: The location of 
vendor’s stores and the granting of 
licenses to premises for the tale of 
beer for consumption on the piemises 
as per clause five to be subject to cer-. 
tain local option provisions. 

“7—Clubs: Bona fide clubs as de¬ 
fined by the act will be permitted to 
sell beer to members subject to regu¬ 
lation by the board. 

Commenting on the meeting of the 
government members which concluded 
Thursday afternoon, the premier said 
the meeting was not called solely lor 
the purpose of discusing the new liq¬ 
uor legislation. In discussing the lcg- 
islationn no draft act was submitted 
to the members, but an effort was 
made to ascertain through those pres¬ 
ent the opinion in rural districts on 
the most important questions involved 
principally the extent to which beer 
should bp- sold for consumption in 
licensed/premises. 


addition to this very satisfactory j 
state of the tax collections, a grati¬ 
fying feature is that only in a very 
small percentage of cases are the tax¬ 
es not being paid by the farmers 
themselves. Furthermore, in spite 
of the mis-statements which have 
been published to the effect that the 
province was preparing to confiscate 
groat. numbers of parcels ’of- ham 
lands, for non-payment of taxes, the 
department of municipal affairs holds 
caveats on less than 2,000 parcelsSof 
lands today, und before the end of 
the year it is anticipated that even 
this number will be considerably re/ 
duced. This has been one direct re¬ 
sult of the lenient measures adopted 
by the government in dealing with 
those in arrears on taxes and the wide 
opportunity given to farmers to re¬ 
deem their lafcds, under the provis¬ 
ions of the 1922 tax recovery act, and 
the decision of the government, to al¬ 
low caveats to ride.

NOW IS THE TIME 


Editor The Vancouver Sun: Sir,— | 
A letter appearing in your opinion 
column some weeks ago signed “Just I 
a City Man” gives a little free advice 
to the muck advised farmer, and 
plainly shows how little the average 
city man understands a farmer’s prob¬ 
lems and conditions that confront him. 
He suggests that producers should 
watch the markets and not overpro¬ 
duce^ If “Just a City Man” should see 
25 cars of “refused” potatoes standing 
on the track at one time, as there were 
in Vancouver last week, and may be 
now for aught I know, he would pro¬ 
bably put it down to overproduction. 
But not so fast. The commission men 
say “They’re not what we want.” Not 
because there is anything wrong with 
the spuds, nor because the market is 
glutted, but they figure that rathei 
than pay demurrage and storage the 
shippers will take half the market 
price, which is small enough. Those 
same tubers will go to the consumers 
before spring at from $40 to $60 a ton. 
One farmer of my acquaintance, an in¬ 
telligent and efficient-one, instead oi 
being ahead, as he should be, on ai. 
unusually fine crop of potatoes a year 
ago,“is still in debt as a result of try¬ 
ing to market them here in Vancouver. 
I would advise “Just a City Man” to 
read Senator Borah’s articles in The 
Sunday Sun, which ' throw the light 
where it is needed on this overproduc¬ 
tion question. He shows by indisput¬ 
able figures that in the United States 
the middlemen get nearly two-thirds 
of the profits on the produce sold by 
the farmers. What proposition do 
they get in British Columbia, where 
the consumer pays still higher than in 
the United States and the producer 
gets still less for his produce ?
